1. DR. CHARLES H. KRAMER. WHILE IN WASHINGTON FOR A FEW 
DAYS, CONTACTED ROMANIAN DESK WITH QUESTION WHETHER

BUCHAREST COPIES OF PAPERS SUBSTANTIATING CLAIM FOR MEDICAL 
AND OTHER EXPENSESARISING FROM ALLEGED INJURIES ALLEGEDLY 
INCURRED AS A RESULT OF AUTOMOBILE ACCIDENT IN BUCH 

AREST ON MAY 4. 1971 IN WHICH CAR. IN WHICH KRAMER WAS 
RIDING AS PASSENGER, WAS HIT AND BADLY DAMAGED BY VEHICLE 
DRIVEN BY SON OF PRESIDENT CEAUSESCU. KRAMER PROVIDED 
ACCOUNT OF HIS ONGOING EFFORTS TO GET ROMANIAN FOREIGN 
MINISTRY AND OFFICE OF PRESIDENT CEAUSESCU TO RESPOND 
TO HIS CLAIM AND, HAVING SENT FULL DOSSIER ABOUT CLAIM 
TO FOREIGN MINISTRY LAST APRIL, HAS BEEN REMINDING BOTH 
CEAUSESCU AND MACOVESCU PERSONALLY BY WEEKLY CABLES, A 
PRACTICE HE INTENDS TO KEEP UP FOR SEVERAL MONTHS. KRAMER 
SAID HE HAD BEEN IN TOUCH WITH EMBASSY AT THE TIME OF 

THE ACCIDENT BUT HAS APPARENTLY NOT KEPT EMBASSY CLOSELY 
INFORMED OF SUBSEQUENT DEVELOPMENTS. DEPTOFF MADE NO 
COMMITMENT. 
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2. WOULD APPRECIATE EMBASSY'SVIEWS AS TO REPLY TO KRAMER. 
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WHICH WE WOULD HOPE TO PASS TO HIM WHILE HE REMAINS IN 
WASHINGTON THIS WEEK. ROGERS 
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
